Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4-14 and 19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, does not teaches the construction 
of an electromechanical energy conversion system as described on independent claim 19, 
comprising: 

an energy converter device coupled between the input energy source and the 
output energy load to receive and to convert energy fi-om the input energy source, and to 
transfer the converted energy to the output energy load and an energy conversion and 
transfer control operatively coupled to said energy converter device to control the 
conversion of energy fi-om the input energy source and energy transfer to the output 
energy load by said energy converter device in response to a plurality of predetermined 
conditions. 
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Dependent claims 4-14 are considered allowable by their dependence on allowed 
independent claim 19.
